A BUS firm has been accused of over¬ 
charging the council by claiming for 
OAP concessionary fare journeys 
which have not been made. 

Transport giant Arriva, which has just 
declared annual profits of £ 128 m, faced 
tough questions this week after it was 
claimed drivers on several local routes have 
been exaggerating journey details. 

A batch of tickets issued to OAPs in the past 
fortnight was handed to the Star along with 
details of the actual journies made. 

In one case a trip from The Stow to Old Harlow 
Post Office was registered instead as being from 
Harlow Bus Terminus to Sawbridgeworth’s 
Leventhorpe School. 

Another for a journey from The Stow to the 
town centre was recorded as going from The

Phoenix pub, in Tillwicks Road, to Pinnacles 
industrial estate. 

Because pensioners are entitled to free local 
bus travel their tickets do not include a price but 
journey details are recorded so bus firms can 
claim the cost of the concessionary fare from 
Harlow Council. 

The obligation of local authorities to fund OAP 
travel - which will soon be extended to include 
journeys anywhere in the country - has been 
blamed for contributing to Harlow’s current cash 
crisis. 

The incorrect tickets were collected by four 
Mark Hall pensioners who became suspicious 


about frequent discrepancies. After unsuccessful¬ 
ly trying to alert the council via the Contact 
Harlow service, they instead approached Liberal 
Democrat councillors Lesley Rideout and Robert 
Thurston. 

A furious Mr Thurston told the Star. “We’ve 
just had to make quite a few staff redundant, 
largely because of the cost of funding bus travel. 
Now it looks like we’ve been paying well over the 
odds. 

“That extra money could have saved someone’s 
job or helped us avoid a service reduction some¬ 
where.” 

An Arriva spokeswoman said random checks 
are carried out by consultants to ensure drivers 
record the correct data. “We accept there may 
beoccasions when a driver may input the wrong 
destination in error,” she said. “Where this is

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Foundation funds 
help charity work 

CHARITIES in Harlow and Epping have 
been handed thousands of pounds to help 
support their work helping to make Essex 
a safer place. 

Ten organisations were among 60 in the county to 
share grants totalling £63,974 from the High 
Sheriffs’ Fund, which was set up by Essex 
Community Foundation in 1997 to recognise and 
help community-minded charities with their work. 
Since it was launched, 290 grants have been given to 
lucky groups and this time around the recipients 
included four charities in Harlow and six in Epping. 
They were officially announced last Wednesday. 
Harlow’s ACCURO, which provides respite to children 
with disabilities and their families, was given £1,000 to 
recognise its support, training and development of 
volunteers. 

Volunteer Ruth Samways, who nominated the club, 
said: “I feel very much a part of the team and ACCURO 
deserves recognition for its excellent practices and high 
quality support though induction and training.” 

Other winners in the town were the Counselling And 
Life Management Centre, which was given £800 to 
deliver self-esteem workshops to victims of crime; 

Pap worth Trust scooped £500 to help buy equipment 
for people who have been victims of crime; and the 
Safer Harlow Partnership was given £500 to keep 
providing community-safe schemes. 

Among the six recipients in Epping Forest was Epping 
Forest Home-Start, which was awarded £1,000 to run 
support groups for families under stress who have a 
child under five; and Voluntary Action Epping was 
awarded two cheques of £500 - one to buy equipment 
for its gardening service for vulnerable people and the 
second to provide citizen handbooks for school pupils 
taking part in a police-run safety initiative.

Home values 
fear dispelled 


ESTATE agents have dismissed fears that 
house prices have plummeted by as much as 
£60,000 on a Harlow estate. 

The reassurance came as it was claimed 
Bishopsfield and Charters Cross residents are 
unable to sell their homes because of fears over 
redevelopment of the area. 

Rumours have been rife since Harlow Council 
announced regeneration plans for “priority areas” where 
homes might be too difficult or costly to improve. 

Referring to a recent public meeting, Joshua Jolles 
(Conservative) told the authority’s housing committee on 
Thursday: “I heard a lot of concern from residents about 
being kept in suspense and having this word ‘demoli¬ 
tion’ hanging over them. 

“Some of the homes in the estate are owned privately

and, of course, the uncertainty is playing havoc with 
their property values. Some of them have noticed drops 
in value of as much as £60,000 in the past six months.” 

But several estate agencies told the Star they are 
unaware of any such drops in property values. 

Juliette Rainbird, from Guardian Residential, said a 
three-bedroom home in Bishopsfield recently sold for 
£159,950 - £15,000 more than its value three years ago. 

And an agent from Stephen Paul stated: “At the end of 
the day, rumours are rumours. They wouldn’t have deval¬ 
ued by as much as £60,000.” 

However, Bishopsfield Residents’ Association chair¬ 
woman Moira Jones claims people have 
been unable to move: “It’s time the council 
ruled out demolition once and for all.” 

Mike Danvers (Labour) told Thursday’s 
meeting it was time for the council to clear 
up the confusion. 

“A categorical reassurance must go out 
to residents of Bishopsfield that there is no 
intention on the part of the council for 
demolition of those bungalows,” he said. 
“The message must go out loud and clear 
that people's homes are safe.” 

But committee chairman Mark 
Wilkinson insisted nobody had said homes 
would be demolished. 

“I think there are people on certain 
estates that have made assumptions and 
there are also people who have made mis¬ 
chief,” he said.

HARLOW Council should not have pulled 
the plug on the town’s pool and did not go 
to those best qualified to repair it, accord¬ 
ing to a top expert. 

British Swimming Pool Federation man¬ 
aging director Allen Brobyn said district 
councils in the UK have failed to approach 
those most suited to provide estimates. 

Harlow Council voted to shut the pool in 
November after receiving an estimate of 
£750,000 to keep it running until the new 
facility opens in September 2009. An earli¬ 
er estimate of £166,000 was given weeks 
earlier by the same surveyor, Pellings. 

Mr Brobyn said: “Anecdotal evidence 
suggests they (local authorities) are look¬ 
ing at pools, deciding they can’t afford 
them and closing them on estimates - and 
sometimes they can be overstated, some¬ 
times not.” 

He said the pool should have been kept 
open and refurbished on its current site. 

A council spokesman said yesterday 
(Wednesday): “As they have not had the 
opportunity to inspect the scale of the 
works required to keep the pool open, they 
are not in full possession of all the facts. 

“The figures arrived at to repair the pool 
to the required standard included the cost of 
meeting modern disability and health and 
safety requirements, bearing in mind the 
age of the facility, and therefore the costs 
would have remained unmanageable what¬ 
ever contractors were used.”

discovered that many lavatory 
walls throughout the town have 
been covered in graffiti of a 
paedophilic nature. 

Toilets affected include those 
opposite the Greyhound pub in 
School Lane, adjacent to 
Stewards School in Staple Tye 
and in the Town Park next to the 
popular Pets’ Corner.

The graffiti has repulsed 
councillor and part-time teacher 
Muriel Jolles, who said: “My 
main concern has always been 
for the safety of children, and 
the nature of this graffiti is very 
worrying. 

“It’s such a shame that some 
elements of our society have 
become so depraved that we 
have to warn and teach young 
children about the very real 
dangers of using public toilets.” 

A council spokesman said 
the authority was “appalled” by 
the graffiti and would take legal 
action against any perpetrators.

brought to our attention, we offer 
retraining and advice to the driv¬ 
er to ensure errors do not contin¬ 
ue. 

“If any customer wishes to 
query the ticket they have been 
given, they can do this with the 
driver at the time or with our 
customer service department 
after the event.” 

A council spokesman said 
such problems could be over¬ 
come with the introduction of a 
‘smart card’ system on buses, 


but this was prohibitively expen¬ 
sive. 

He added: “Harlow Council 
would encourage all concession¬ 
ary bus pass-holders to look at 
their tickets and query any that 
appear to have been issued incor¬ 
rectly with the driver, and if nec¬ 
essary report it to the council.”

E VERYONE remembers 
where they were when 
9/11 changed the course 
of history forever. 

The devastating roar of the twin 
towers coming down still echoes 
around the world, reshaping events 
from the international arena right 
down to the way we, as individuals, 
live our lives. 

We're all familiar enough with the 
invasion of Iraq, the widespread 
deployment of sky marshals and 
massively heightened airline security, 
but one of the changes many might be 
unaware of is how the tragedy has 
altered the way Essex firefighters will 
go about saving lives in any future 
urban search and rescue situations, such 
as the collapse of a building. 

Darcy, the latest member of Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service to 
complete training, will be at the 
forefront. She’s female, but there’s 
something else unusual about this lady 
- she’s a border collie. 

The heroic work of the “9/11 dogs” - 
the faithful companions of US 
firefighters which ably and famously 
helped find trapped people in the 
aftermath of the World Trade Centre’s 
collapse - left a lasting impression on 
officials this side of the Atlantic. 

It may have taken them six-and-a-half 
years to get around to it, but last month 
fire minister Parmjit Dhanda 
announced that 16 county fire brigades 
in the UK will receive funding to train 
up either a collie or springer spaniel to 
become their own American-style 
Urban Search and Rescue dog, or 
USAR for short. 

Unveiling the £430,000 investment, the 
minister explained how Britain’s new 
USARs would follow in the paw-prints 
of the 9/11 dogs and similar rescue 
hounds used after the Pakistan 
earthquake and, closer to home, after 
the infamous Boscastle flood in 
Cornwall. 

“These dogs are real lifesavers, as

shown by their heroic efforts in all 
parts of the world,” he said. “Their 
skills are crucial to giving the fire 
service the best possible chance of 
finding people alive in collapsed 
buildings.” 

Essex is already ahead of the game. 

The county’s fire chiefs pre-empted the 
Government move by recruiting Darcy 
nearly three years ago, meaning she is 
now fully trained up and ready to be 
deployed in the event of a disaster 
requiring search and rescue capabilities. 
She, along with handler John Ball who 
has also undergone special training, are 
now ready for their first call-out. 

D arcy was first chosen as a 
puppy by John and his wife 
Helen, who works in the Essex 
Fire control room, on the basis of a 
series of tests. 

John said that he sensed a bond straight 
away: “When we first went to start 
looking for a dog we went to a breeder 
and there were all these puppy border 
collies running around. 

“One kept running up to us and sitting 
on our feet. At the time I felt a bond 


with that puppy and hoped she would 
be the one we took home.” 

They were delighted when the tests 
proved Darcy the most suitable for 
training; although, as John points out, 
she has always been treated as a 
working dog rather than a pet. 

“She is a very friendly and playful 


dog,” he said. “We just have to be more 
careful with Darcy’s obedience, and 
once you have achieved that 
relationship you need to keep it up. The 
training and practice carries on all the 
time because it keeps both me and 
Darcy sharp.” 

Among the series of stringent tests the

pair had to pass before being declared 
ready for action were building searches, 
searching over rubble, and searching 
for a person hidden in a large, 1km sq 
open area. 

“Darcy and I can really help narrow 
down a search,” said John. “If people 
are trapped in collapsed structures, the 
first day is vital - that is the day you 
are most likely to pull people out alive; 
after that, the chances drop 
dramatically. 

“If Darcy goes off across the rubble she 
can quickly identify where more 
thorough searches should take place 
and by doing that can cut the search 
area to a quarter of the size, showing 
the team where to focus their search 
with the cameras and other technology.” 
The kind of advanced training which 
John and Darcy now undergo to 
maintain their skills is a far cry from 
the simple exercises John first used 
when the rescue dog was still a puppy. 

“I would hold a toy by laying on it and 
wouldn’t give it up until she barked,” he 
said. “Indicating where people are is 
the most important thing so it is vital 
that she learned to bark to let me know 
where the rest of the team should start 
their search. 

“I have really enjoyed working with 
Darcy and now I am just looking 
forward to getting out on the run with 
her and putting everything the two of 
us have learned into practice.”

Essex County Council 
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'Angel' Keeley 
dies after car 
smash on A10 

A HARLOW-born woman has 
been named as one of two 
people killed in a road crash on 
the A10. 

The funeral will take place at 
Harlow’s Parndon Wood 
Crematorium today (Thursday) 
of Keeley Thorpe (29), described 
as an “angel” by her fiance. 

Miss Thorpe, whose family live 
in Dunstalls, grew up in the 
town before moving to 
Biggleswade. 

She died along with Ronald 
Leader (81), from Cheshunt, 
after a crash which happened at 
8.35pm last Monday just south 
of the A10 junction with A507. 
Police believe a Volkswagen 
Polo, being driven by Mr Leader 
who had been travelling south on 
the A10 behind an HGV, crossed 
into the northbound carriageway 
and collided with the Fiat Punto 
driven by Miss Thorpe. 
Ambulance crews from Bishop’s 
Stortford, Letchworth and 
Royston were called to scene 
and found Mr Leader and Miss 
Thorpe trapped in their vehicles 
with serious injuries. They were 
both taken to the Lister Hospital, 
in Stevenage, but later died. The 
driver of the lorry was 
uninjured. 

The road was closed while 
investigations were carried out. 
Miss Thorpe’s fiance James 
Agland (35) said: “She was an 
angel. She was beautiful, not just 
in looks but in personality as 
well. She was always thinking of 
other people and would never 
hesitate in putting me or others 
first.” 

East of England Ambulance 
Service spokesman Gary 
Sanderson said: “First and 
foremost our thoughts are firmly 
with their family and friends at 
this tragic time.”

AIRCRAFT flying to 
and from Stansted could 
become more frequent 
after airport chiefs 
unveiled plans for a sec¬ 
ond runway. 

BAA has submitted an 
application for the extra strip 
which would see about 486 
hectares of land developed 
and passenger numbers rise 
to an estimated 68 million a 
year by 2030 - equal to that 
of Heathrow. 

The vision is set to be devel¬ 
oped in phases in line with pas¬ 
senger demand, with a £1.4bn 
first phase to open in 2015 with 
capacity for an extra 10 million 
passengers a year. The entire 
expansion is expected to cost 
about £2.27bn. 

BAA said the exact flight 
paths have not yet been decided 
but it would hope to minimise 
flight impact over built-up 
areas. 

However, the plans have 
raised concerns among cam¬ 
paigners and community lead¬ 
ers including Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell, who said that while 
he has been in favour of the air¬ 
port as it is, he is adamant a sec¬ 
ond runway should not go ahead 
because it “would create an air¬ 
port that I think frankly is too 
large.”

mentary hopeful Rob Halfon 
also has concerns about the 
impact the proposals would 
have, citing environmental and 
economic issues. 

BAA states the runway would 
create an extra 13,000 jobs and 
financially benefit the area.

Royal Mail cut 
in office hours 
triggers upset 

OPENING hours at Royal 
Mail’s callers’ office in Harlow 
are to be cut, sparking a 
backlash from people living in 
Sawbridgeworth who have been 
forced to use the facility after 
theirs’ closed. 

Officials from the firm have 
confirmed the facility in Stone 
Cross will close five hours 
earlier, at 1pm, on weekdays 
from March 31. 

The news has angered 
Sawbridgeworth residents who 
say the revised hours will make 
it virtually impossible for them 
to collect their post - the service 
is only open until 12.30pm on 
Saturdays. The move is also 
expected to impact on Harlow 
residents. 

Retired postal worker Charles 
Dobson, of Lawrence Moorings, 
Sawbridgeworth, said making 
customers collect their own 
letters and parcels could be 
classed as breach of contract. 

“If you pay for a service then 
you are entitled for that service 
to be executed,” he said. “We 
pay Royal Mail postage so that 
should guarantee delivery. They 
haven’t got a clue how to run a 
business; they haven’t thought at 
all about the repercussions.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman said 
the changes to opening times at 
both Sawbridgeworth and 
Harlow were the result of 
“balancing resources and 
customer usage”. 

“What’s important to remember 
is a visit to a callers’ office is 
increasingly unnecessary as 
there are a number of ways 
customers can now arrange 
redelivery, either online or over 
the phone,” he added.

Road marking chaos

new road markings that have appeared on the road 
approaching the Park Inn roundabout from the Potter 
Street area. 

The Park Inn roundabout in the mornings is a very 
busy junction to have to negotiate. Trying to go onto 
Southern Way, traffic is always very slow and at best its 
a crawl from the Park Inn junction. 

Since the Park Inn roundabout was resurfaced recently, 
two new arrows have been painted on each approach 
lane at the roundabout as you come from the Potter 


Street area. There are no other signs to warn of the 
changes to the layout of the junction. 

The left-hand lane is now marked to turn left onto the 
A414 only and the right-hand lane to go straight across 
and turn right.

Despite his condition, he 
maintained his community 
involvement and contin¬ 
ued to attend council 
meetings until just a few 
weeks ago. 

A Harlow College gover¬ 
nor, former magistrate, 
retired teacher and a key fig¬ 
ure in Harlow Council For 
Voluntary Service, Mr Eschle 
also chaired the town’s 
Fairtrade Group. 

He was a member of the 
Labour and Co-operative par¬ 
ties but was liked and respect¬ 
ed across the political spec¬ 
trum. He began his council 
career in 1996 as a councillor 
for Netteswell East and was 
later a member of Essex 
County Council from 2001- 


05. Most recently he served 
as a district councillor for 
Bush Fair ward. He was due 
to retire in May. 

He was also a member of 
the United Nations 
Association, as well as a keen 
churchgoer. 

Harlow Council chair¬ 
woman Lorna Spenceley said 
his death was “sad news 
indeed”, adding: “Rob was a 


man with a tremendous sense 
of commitment to the town 
and its people, and he will be 
much missed. 

“One of Rob’s passions, on 
which I worked with him 
recently, was Fairtrade - he 
took the lead in Harlow’s 
application for Fairtrade 
Town status and it is fortunate 
that he lived long enough to 
see it granted.” 


Joint Harlow Council 
leader Tony Durcan said: 
“Rob was a man of great 
integrity, a hard-working and 
dedicated councillor who will 
be sorely missed by the local 
community and the council. 
Our thoughts go out to his 
family and friends.” 

Liberal Democrat joint 
council leader Chris Milling¬ 
ton added: “I was so sorry to 
hear that Rob has passed 
away. He worked tirelessly for 
the community and will be a 
great loss to Harlow and to 
the council. We will miss 
him.” 

Conservative opposition 
group leader Andrew Johnson 
said: “His passing is a great 
loss to us all and my prayers 
are with his family and many 
friends.” 

And former council leader 
Martin Lawn, who worked 
with Mr Eschle in the 
Fairtrade Group, said he will 
be “sorely missed by many 
people.” 

Mr Eschle, who lived in 
Chapel Field, leaves his wife 
Annette, as well as children 
and grandchildren. 

His funeral takes place at

Hut's entertainment in the 1970s

T HERE has been lots of 
talk recently about the 
future of The Playhouse; 
apparently the powers that be 
consider the theatre too 
humble for the dynamic 
metropolis it is envisaged our 
expanded town will become. 

So here’s a flashback to 1971 
for a look at how it all started. 
This picture, which surely 
boasts its own element of 
theatrical farce, shows the 
first Playhouse Box Office. 
Located in Broad Walk, the 
hut opened for business in 
June 1971, in advance of the 
theatre itself. On sale were 
tickets for Snow White And 
The Seven Dwarfs , due to open 
on Boxing Day. The hole was 
for the purpose of providing 
an electricity supply. 


Bells rang for 
the final time 


B RAYS Grove pupils 
currently have the 
unusual and 

unenviable experience of 
seeing at first-hand a school 
being wound down as it 
prepares for closure. 

Back in the 1980s, many more 
children, and their parents, were 
going through the same thing as 
not one but two secondary 
schools felt the County Hall axe 
in a major education shake-up. 
The proposal was to close Latton 
Bush and Netteswell schools, and 
do away with the sixth forms in 
Harlow’s six others. Instead, pupils 
aged 16-19 would attend a new 
tertiary college, created using the 
buildings of the Technical College 
(which was near The Playhouse) 
and Netteswell, where the modern 
day Harlow College is now. 

Parents of Nettewsell pupils were 
informed of the plans in a letter sent 
out by headmaster M.A. Poulter on 
September 16, 1981. 

“You will be informed officially of 
the plan by the County Education

Officer early in October and there 
will be opportunities for you to give 
your opinion of it,” he wrote. “The 
teachers and all who work at the 
school have already done so. 

“As well as informing you of the 
plan before you read about it in the 
local papers, I want to reassure you 
about the education of your 
children.” 

Parents were anything but reassured 
and a Save Our Schools campaign 
was launched with backing from the 
district council, community 
associations, trades unions and the 
local Labour and Liberal parties. 

A poster from the time railed: 
“When the current upturn in the 
number of births works through, 
schools will be unable to cope. By 
1989, there will be as many school 
pupils of secondary age as now. 
Same needs, fewer resources.” 

As the campaign stepped up, the 
school choir at Netteswell even 


recorded a song, 1984 Ain 1 Far 
Away , which was sold as a single. 
But the protests were in vain and 
the bells rang for the final time at 
both schools in 1984. Latton Bush 
became the Latton Bush Centre and 
the new two-site Harlow College 
was created, later moving entirely 
onto the former Netteswell site. 
Upper Stonyfield resident Irene 
Bailey remembers the time well - 
her eldest son Keith was 
Netteswell’s last head boy. 

“Our three sons were pupils there at 
the time, so you can imagine how 
devastating the news was,” she said. 
“Although we were certain 
everything was already cut and 
dried, as parents we all had to do 
something. 

“Petitions were signed and, along 
with many other parents and 
children, my husband went by coach 
to Chelmsford. There they marched 
to County Hall and handed in the 
petitions, but nobody would come 
out and speak to them.”

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Plan to combat 
bad behaviour 

THE fight against anti-social 
behaviour in Harlow’s council 
estates has been stepped up 
with the adoption of a new 
action plan. 

Harlow Council’s housing 
committee approved the new 
strategy on Thursday as part of 
the authority’s bid to meet the 
Government Respect Standard 
for Housing Management. 

The committee was told 
considerable progress has 
already been made in tackling 
nuisance behaviour among 
council tenants, with complaints 
dropping from 179 in 2005-06 
to 120 in 2006-07, and to just

“In part it was our own fault for 
doing everything behind closed 
doors, but now I want to open 
things up to the public so they can 
see exactly what we do and how

we work. 

“This open board meeting was 
the first step in achieving this and 
we will be concentrating more on 
engaging with the public and lis¬ 
tening to what they want from us, 
because ultimately it’s we who 
represent their interests.” 

The group has been widely crit¬ 
icised as a non-democratic quan¬ 
go with no real powers, and its 
poor communication with the 
press and public has spurred ques¬ 
tions as to the point of its exis¬ 
tence.

“Although we have no legal 
powers as such, our real power 
lies within the individuals who 
make up the board - we have 
some of the town’s most influen¬ 
tial people involved, all working 
together for the best interests of 
Harlow and its people.”

THE next time you are 
travelling with your mum or 
dad in the car, tell them to 
watch out for wildlife on the 
roads! 

New research has shown that 
more than one million animals 
and 10 million birds are killed 
on UK roads every year. 

Now conservation groups are 
attempting to stop the trend. 
They are appealing to drivers 
to take extra special care while 
travelling at certain times of the 
year such as when animals are 
migrating or coming out of 
hibernation.

The animals most at risk of 
being hit by vehicles on country 
lanes include deer, rabbits, 
foxes, hedgehogs and badgers. 
Experts say the unnecessary 
deaths are putting already 



endangered species even more 
at risk. 

But it's not just animals in the 
countryside that are affected - 


around 20,000 urban foxes 
also die on roads in towns 
and cities every year, as 
well as pet dogs and cats.

HARLOW’S biggest em¬ 
ployer will not face pros¬ 
ecution in relation to alle¬ 
gations of withholding 
information about the 
safety of an anti-depres¬ 
sant drug linked to a 
heightened risk of suicide 
in the young. 

GlaxoSmithKline, in Pinn¬ 
acles, was the subject of a 
four-year investigation into 
whether it had released infor¬ 
mation in a timely manner on 
the safety of Seroxat for users 
under 18 . 

The anti-depressant has been 
shown in clinical trials to 
increase suicidal thoughts in 
under-18s and is also ineffective 
at dealing with depression in that 
age group. 

The investigation arose as a 
result of concerns that GSK had 
withheld the information for 
some time. 

It was the UK’s largest investi¬ 
gation of its kind and the final 
report was more than one million 
pages long. 

The Medicines and Healthcare 
Products Regulatory Agency, 
which conducted the inquiry, was 
told by Government prosecutors 
that there was no realistic

prospect of a conviction and the 
case should not proceed as a 
criminal investigation. 

MHRA chief executive Kent 
Woods said: “I remain concerned 
that GSK could and should have 
reported this information earlier 
than they did. 

“This investigation has 
revealed important weaknesses 
in the drug safety legislation in 
force at that time.” 

The law has now been partial¬ 
ly changed as a result of the 
investigation. 

GSK maintains it did nothing 
wrong and Europe medical 
director Dr Alastair Benbow 
said: “We firmly believe we 
acted properly and responsibly in 
first carrying out this important 
clinical trials programme and 
then informing the regulatory 
agencies when we identified a 
potential increased risk of suici¬ 
dal thinking and behaviour in 
patients under 18. 

“GSK is committed to work¬ 
ing with the government, appro¬ 
priate regulatory authorities and 
other pharmaceutical companies 
to take whatever action is neces¬ 
sary to improve legislation and 
policy in this area.”

Petrol station worker 
did not commit arson 


A MAN has been cleared of 
arson following a suspicious 
blaze at the petrol station where 
he worked as a cashier. 

A Chelmsford Crown Court 
jury took just 20 minutes to 
acquit Alec Field (29), of Market 
Street, Old Harlow, of starting a 
fire that destroyed £959 worth of 
stock at the Esso garage, in 
Stansted, on February 4 last year. 

Lynne Shirley, prosecuting, 
said Mr Field was the only mem¬ 
ber of staff on duty at the time of 
the blaze, which damaged oils 
and car care products in a stock- 
room cupboard. 

Fire investigation officials had 
determined the fire was probably 
started by deliberate ignition 
from a naked flame, but Field 
denied the allegation of arson 
when interviewed by officers fol¬ 
lowing his arrest. 


He admitted he had been into 
the stockroom many times that 
evening but claimed he had not 
accessed the cupboard. 

He described how he had gone 
outside to smoke a cigarette and 
noticed smoke coming from 
underneath the stockroom door 
on his return. He called the fire 
brigade immediately. 

When the prosecution suggest¬ 
ed he had started the blaze, he 
replied: “I’m not that stupid - it’s 
more than my life’s worth living.” 

The jury was shown video 
clips of CCTV recordings of peo¬ 
ple visiting the filling station ear¬ 
lier that evening and, under cross- 
examination by defence counsel 
Steven Dyble, a prosecution wit¬ 
ness confirmed one of the visi¬ 
tors was a former Esso employee 
who had been dismissed by the 
company.

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Elderly couple flee 
from burning home

AN elderly couple were taken to hospital 
after their home caught alight while they 
were sleeping. 

A nextdoor neighbour called police after see¬ 
ing flames licking at the roof of the property in 
Bishopsfield, Harlow, in the early hours of 
Saturday morning. 

Fire crews were sent at about 4am and the occu¬ 
pants, an 84-year-old man and a 79-year-old woman, 
were directed to safety in their back garden by fire¬ 
fighters shouting instructions though the letterbox. 

They suffered the effects of smoke inhalation and 
were taken to Princess Alexandra Hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

A joint fire and police investigation is now under¬ 
way to find out what caused the fire, which is 
thought to have started in an adjoining bin store. 

Detective Constable Dixie Dean, investigating 
officer at Harlow police, said he wants to hear from 
anybody in the area at the time. 

“The time frame we are looking for in particular is 
between 3.3(Mam on Saturday,” he said. 

The fire was put out quickly but the blaze exposed 
dangerous asbestos. It is understood the couple will 
be housed in temporary accommodation until it is 
safe to return. 

Station officer John Convey, of Harlow fire sta¬ 
tion, said: “By the time we arrived, the fire had burnt 
through the bin store and was moving up into the 
roof. We saw the elderly couple through a letterbox 


and told them to go as quickly as possible to their 
garden to safety and then concentrated on getting the 
incident under control because of the adjoining risks. 

“After the initial fire was out, crews cut away parts 
of the ceiling just to make sure the fire was fully out.” 

He added: “There was no smoke alarm in the prop¬ 
erty, so firefighters will revisit the area in a ‘hot 


strike’ to warn residents of the dangers from fire and 
to arrange to fit smoke alarms. 

“We can only urge people of the value of smoke 
alarms and would ask everyone to get them fitted. 
Think particularly of elderly relatives and other vul¬ 
nerable people within your family and do something 
today to protect their lives.”

Passmores move given 
green light by county 


MULTI-million pound plans 
to relocate a Harlow school 
have been given the green 
light by County Hall chiefs. 

Passmores School, in 
Tendring Road, will relocate 
to new state-of-the-art build¬ 
ings on the site of Brays 
Grove School, in Tracyes 
Road, which is due to close 
this summer. An estimated 
£23m is to be invested in the 
project.

“Passmores’ move to new 
and larger purpose-built 
premises will better meet that 
demand and ensure Harlow’s 


children get the level of edu¬ 
cation they deserve.” 

He added: “Developing 
better skills and securing 
higher educational attain¬ 
ment priorities in Harlow’s 
regeneration. This investment 
at Passmores is a key element 
of that work.” 

Essex County Council 
anticipates the move will take 
place in September 2011 
with the school initially 
catering for 1,050 pupils, 
increasing to 1,200.

Down but not out when she loses a leg in a 
roadside attack, old flame El Wray (Freddy 
Rodriguez) is on hand to fix her up with a 
custom-made heavy machine gun as a 
replacement as the pair lock and load to do 
battle with the melting mutations after falling in 
with a group of survivors. 

Rodriguez’s ethic is simple and to the point - if it 
looks cool, do it. With this in mind, he serves up an 
array of fun cameos from the likes of Bruce Willis, 
make-up guru Tom Savini and Tarantino while 
featuring such oddball characters as Sheriff Hague 
(Michael Biehn) and his brother JT (who have to 
overcome their long-standing animosity over the 
latter’s secret best-ever barbeque sauce recipe) and 
the gung-ho Babysitter Twins. 

The pace is relentless and the deliberate deterioration 
of the film (scratches, pops, burn-outs, jumps, a 
missing reel and colour-ageing) only adds to it, 
making its comic book violence seem far more 
savage than it might otherwise look and giving a 
choppy edge to the explosive firefights and barrelling 
car chases. 

Gormless, graphic and laugh-out-loud gratuitous - 
popcorn movies are seldom this relentlessly 
entertaining. 

Among the many extras on this two-disc release are a 
fascinating 10-Minute Film School by Rodriguez, his 
excitable and endlessly enthusiastic commentary 
track and five entertaining featurettes on the cast, 
effects and production.

WEIRDSVILLE 

(Contender Films, 15, retail) 

Existing somewhere in a stoned Canadian hinterland 
between Clerks and My Name Is Earl, Weirdsville is 
just what is says on the box - a consistently enjoyable 
exercise in sustained drug-addled oddness. 

Slacker addict buddies Dexter and Royce (Scott 
Speedman and Wes Bentley) start the night trying to 
sneakily bury their friend Matilda (Taryn Manning) in 
a drive-in cinema after she apparently overdoses, only 
to discover she’s not really dead in the first place after 
stumbling on an hilarious coven of rubbish Satanists. 


The night goes from bad to worse as a drug dealer 
demands either the money they owe him or their 
thumbs, prompting them to embark on a ridiculously 
dim-witted bit of burglary, with the Satanists in 
bungling hot pursuit believing Matilda now possesses 
demonic powers intended for them and a carload of 
vertically challenged medieval knights getting in on 
the action. 

Writer Willem Wennekers’ script is a joy, peppered 
with sharp witticism and keeping faithful to it’s own 
internal logic, while director Allan Moyle combines 
excellent timing and photography with a killer 
soundtrack. 

There’s a raft of fun extras too, but nothing nearly as 
delightfully mad and entertaining as the film itself.

WHISPER 

(Entertainment In Video, 15, retail & rental) 

Very much a retread of Damien: Omen II in places 
(right down a drowning under a frozen lake and a 
possibly demonic nipper) from the producers of 
White Noise, this slick supernatural thriller follows the 
worsening fortunes of a gang of kidnappers who find 
out the hard way they’ve chosen the wrong kid to 
snatch. 

Creepily self-assured eight-year-old David (Blake 
Woodruff) seems to have an uncanny knack of seeing 
right inside the heads of his captors, using their fears 
and weak spots to turn them against each other once 
they hide out in a remote snowbound cabin. 


There’s little here that’s new, but a solid cast featuring 
such talent as Michael Rooker and Lost's Josh 
Holloway carry it off well and director Stewart 
Hendler marshals his set pieces scares impressively.

EX DRUMMER 

(Tartan Video, 18, retail) 

Possibly one of the most squalid films I’ve ever seen; 
not in the slightest bit likeable yet oddly watchable, 
and with a great metal/punk soundtrack, Ex Drummer 
the story of three disabled wannabe musicians in 
Ostend who approach successful middle-class writer 
Dries to be their percussionist. 

Evidently a bit of lifestyle tourist, he agrees (not being 
able to drum is his ‘disability’) and what follows is a 
cavalcade of sexual perversion, brutality and a wallow 
in the sheer bloody pointlessness of lives lived in a 
cultural and emotional vacuum. 

Director Koen Mortier seems too desperate to offend 
or appal (and, credit where it’s due, it’s something he 
manages often thanks to moments of gratuitous 
violence and a startling prosthetic body part), an 
ambition which sits oddly alongside his highly 
inventive visual style and a great eye for visual 
composition. 

It’s dubbed a black comedy hybrid of Trainspotting, 
This Is Spinal Tap and Man Bites Dog, but I’m not 
sure any of that comes close to how generally 
despairing, grubby and off its face this movie really is.

Robert Hood (album, Fabric) 

And the beat goes on with Fabric close to catching the Now 
That's What I Call Music... franchise in the proliferation 
stakes. This, despite the market-flooding tactics of the club’s 
own label, is one of the best in recent times. Hood takes the 
Detroit- and techno-inspired tracks and organically blends 
them into a blissful set, and contrary to the OTT releases of 
late embraces minimalism, as silence is often far more 
powerful than bombast - just ask Wagner! Hood’s own remix 
of Diego’s Mind Detergent is the quality offering in the piece.
